Preliminary 
information is given to explain how to read the abstract (a sample 
abstract is included for identification of abstract parts), how to 
use the author and subject indexes, how to order documents through 
the ERIC Document Reproduction Service, and how to order ^'Exceptional 
Child Abstracts" in which the abstracts are orginally published. Also 
provided are a list of terns searched to compile the bibliography and 
a list of journals from which articles were abstracted. Featured in 
the references are topics such as development of a program for 
superior and talented high school students, acceleration and 
enrichment in junior high school, and a curriculum guide for teaching 
gifted primary grade students.

The Exc€p:ionai Chifd Bibliography Series was initialed by Ihe CEC Informalion Center to answer the need for rapid re- 
sponses to specific requests for information. The volume of information requests received by the Center is analyzed and used 
as a guide in preparing special topic bibliographies in the field of exceptional chifd education. Abstracts contained in the biblio- 
graphies are drawn from the computer file of abstracts which represents the CEC Information Center's complete holdings as of 
the date ir)dic;»ted on each bibliography. 

Selective editing by Information Specialists is performed on each bibliography. From the tola) number of abstracts drawn 
from the file on a particular topic, selection is made of only tho^e judged to best meel the following criteria: availability of the 
document to the user, currency, information value, author's reputation, and classical content. The number of abstracts selected 
to appear in a bibliography may vary from one to 100, depending on ihe amount of suitable information available. Updating of 
bibliographies as new material becomes available is accomplished when the volume of new material reaches 25 percent of pres- 
ently available material on a given topic. 

How to Read the Abstract 

Each abstract contains three sections-bibliographic data, descriptors, and a summary of the document. The bibliographic 
section provides the document's identifying number (ED and/or EC), publication date, author, title, source, and availability. 
The descriptors indicate the subjects with which a document deals. The summary provides a comprehensive overview of the 
document's contents and in some cases document availability is announced here. 

How to Use the Indexes 

Some bibliographies in [exceptional Children Bibliography Series contain author and/or subject indexes. In these bibliogra- 
phies, readers seeking work on a specific aspect of the general topic may consult the subject Index to be referred to soecific ab- 
stract numbers. Abstracts dealing with several topics may be identified by finding the same abstract number under two or more 
subjects in the subject index.

Documents with an ED number and EDRS availability indicated may be purchased from the ERIC Document Reproduction 
Service ( EDRS). For your convenience an order form is provided on the back cover of this bibliography.

The courses prepared 
were comparative political economic sys- 
tems (9th grade), the shaping of western 
society and studies of the non-wesiern 
world (lOlh grade), the american experi- 
ence (tith grade), and an introduction to 
the behavioral sciences and the humani- 
ties in three cities: Ancient Athens, Ren- 
aissance Florence, and Modern Kew 
York (12th grade). A book of readings, 
an audiovisual kit, a teacher's manual, 
and an examination program were devel- 
oped for each course.
